dors, so that they spouted thick oil 
smoke from the exhaust pipes. 
The 
same thing has been frequently no­ 
ticed when a German ae roplane has 
dived vertically to avoid attack by 
English aeroplanes, only in this cast' 
the oil runs forward and floods the 
forward cylinders. 
It is now' recognized that when a 
Zeppelin which is going full speed 
ahead wants to rise rapidly to avoid 
attack, the pilot simply throw's the 
stern of the machine down by mean: 
of the elevator 
planes 
or 
vertical 
steering rudders so that the nose goes 
up and the momentum of the vast 
mass plunging through the air pro- 
j duces 
such 
pressure 
underneath ii 
j that it shoots up like a rocket and 
for the first thousand feet or so will 
actually rise much faster

aeroplane yet built. 
A Zeppelin in this way can rise a 
Thousand feet in a little over a min­ 
ute, declares Dr. C. G. Grey, a well 
known British expert. 
An aeroplane 
is doing very well to climb three hun­ 
dred feet a minute. 
Of course when 
the momentum of the Zeppelin is ex 
hausted it cannot continue to climb, 
md the aeroplane will soon get the 
upper position if it 
continues 
tilt 
chase.

Zeppelins have assumed that an air­ 
ship which has been fired upon ha 
been damaged because it is seen to 
be very much “down” or “up” by the

prune Raspberry 
canes 


Object Should Be to Grow Berries, Not 
Woody 
Growth— Cleaning 
Out 
Destroys Many Insects. 


Though the two main varieties of 
raspberry, black and red, need slight­ 
ly different treatment, the time and 
manner of pruning are greatly similar 
with both kinds. 
H ie blackcaps do not put out new 
growth from {he root stalks, as the 
red varieties do, but new plants are 
started from tips of the old plants. 
These are bent over and covered light­ 
ly in August, after which they send 
out rootlets and can be taken up the 
following spring as new plants, to be 
3et out where they are needed. 
These new* plants need to be pinched 
back to a height of 18 inches, so. that 
they will throw out more lateral 
branches. 
These are the branches 
which bear fruit, and it is very impor­ 
tant that they be numerous. 
In addition to this first pruning, the 
winter or early spring pruning should 
be done to get rid of the old canes

“The main danger of w'ar today,” 
said the former secretary, ‘‘lies in the 
fact that we have so acted in the past 
as to give good reason for believing 
that we do not really mean to pro­ 
tect our rights. 
The surest wray to 
get into a fight is to use strong lan­ 
guage and then stand w ith your hands 
in your pockets. 
Is there a man who 
doubts that President Wilson’s note 
to Germany would receive more at­ 
tention if it wrere knowTn that our navy 
was in readiness and our ‘free people’ 
in the language of Washington, 'dis­ 
ciplined and trained to a rm s ? '” 
Mr. Stimson opened his address by 
calling attention to what he describ­ 
ed as “the acute issue that has arisen 
because of the destruction of Ameri­ 
can lives on the Lu.sitania.” 
He dis­ 
claimed intention of saying anything 
that might em barrass the government, 
but declared that he considered it his 
duty and the duty of every American 
citizen to help create an intelligent 
public opinion. 
Mr. Stimson assert­ 
ed that the development of the rights 
of the neutral has been the means 
of “putting the brakes upon savagery/’ 
and then continued in part as follows:

“ In the old wrorld the rule that “he 
that is not for me is against me,” was 
universal and literal. 
But gradually 
for the modern world there have been 
won great areas of 
neutrality

French Have Upheld Their Old Rep 
utation as Dashing 
Fighters, 
But Geenral Joffre’s Strat­ 
egy is Lacking. 


London, June la.—“It is no use to | 


cry over spilled milk; 
let us admit j 


frankly that our 
first 
and 
second 
campaigns 
against 
Germany 
have 
been failures, and start 
a new one,” 
writes Major G. W. Redway, 
a wrell 
known British military expert, to the 
Daily Mail, urging tile seriousness of 
the war situation 
and 
a complete 
^construction of tile British plan of 
campaign on a broader and far more 
intensive basis. 
Major Redway puts it. even -strong­ 
er. “The contest,” if now 
stopped,” 
he declares, “would be decided in fa­ 
vor of 
the 
Austro-German alliance. 
German science has been opposed by 
British inertia, and science has wron.” 
It is very difficult to be precise in 
suggestions 
which 
may 
savor 
of 
criticism, because this war is not a 
British war primarily, and 
our gal­ 
lant ally across the channel must al­ 
ways figure as the senior partner in 
the enterprise. That tile French have 
upheld their old reputation as dash­ 
ing fighters is 
evidenced 
by their 
losses, uncomplainingly borne; but it 
were much to 
be 
desired that we 
could as easily recognize the value of 
General Joffre’s strategy.” 
Major Red way’s 
criticism 
of the 
French campaign is that it has been 
too frequently aimless and resistless. 
He says: 
“The evasion of General Joffre last 
August prevented 
a 
decisive action 
being fought, but 
such 
evasion, 
of 
course, involved abandonment of ter­ 
ritory. 
The 
French 
evacuation of 
their ten northern 
departments en­ 
abled the Germans 
to 
extend and 
fo11 ifv a frontier which now seems 
impregnable. 
“Behind this barrier German indus­ 
try has 
assembled 
all 
manner of 
means and devices to prevent, its re­ 
capture and to support 
fresh enter­ 
prises to be 
undertaken 
at leisure. 
Offensive strategy, coupled 
with de­ 
fensive tactics has one more justified 
Hie maxims of Napoleon, and so far 
las the operations on the land in the 
| west are concerned the war is over 
in a technical sense. The decisive ac­ 
tion that was practicable last year is I 
I no longer possible, and we need not 
inquire into the causes of certain ex­ 
periments that have cost England an 
army of more than 82,000 during the 
winter months. 
“It is now not only 
a question of 
nerves, as tile Germas 
told us long 
ago, but a question of wits. We are 
confronted with 
the 
same kind of 
problem as the 
one 
that baffled us 
for so long in South Africa. We have 
to do with an enmy whose wrays are 
not our ways, and now as then we 
must consider whether it is beter to 
be whipped for our fine old sporting 
methods or whether 
we will take a 
leaf out of the 
enemy’s 
book and 
beat him at his own game. 
“In regard to tactics, it is evident 
that we should deprive ourselves of 
nothing in the shape of weapons and 
appliances that will injure* and alarm 
the enemy’s troops. The Hague rules 
may yet serve strange purposes; the 
code once broken may prove to be 
a category of develtries practiced on 
those who first 
resorted 
to savage 
warfare.” 
Major Redway wrouId also like to 
see. i he 
superfluous 
personnel 
of 
goverment weeded out 
and sent to 
the front. The censors, for example, 
more than 
a 
thousand 
in number, 
could easily be dispensed 
with, 
he 
thinks, and 
sent 
to 
duty in 
the 
trenches. 
“It is no longer becoming to flaunt 
our luxurious habits in the face of a 
world in arms,” he urges. “Of course, 
it wrould be false economy to allow 
our wounded to lie on strawr m d re­ 
main unattended for weeks, 
as the 
Serbians do for lack of means. 
But 
on the other hand, a census of able­ 
bodied men 
who 
are employed in 
connection with hospitals, 
ambulan­ 
ces, rest camps and recreation estab­ 
lishments would prove a revelation. 
Even the war office and the hundreds 
of staft officers throughout the king­ 
dom could be winnowed 
with great 
advantage, including 
such establish­ 
ments as the censor’s office. The per­ 
sonnel attached 
to

REA LIZE HIS MISTAKE 


CULTIVATION OF AN ORCHARD 
OUR PUBLIC FORUM 
Stirring of Soil Helps to Conserve 
Moistyre — Young Trees Given 
Longer Period of Growth. 


The apple growers are nearly all 
practicing clean cultivation in their 
orchards, says a writer in Indiana 
Farmer. 
This indicates that cultiva­ 
tion is the quickest method .of bring­ 
ing young trees to a bearing age and 
perhaps it is the best method to pur­ 
sue in gaining annual crops. From my 
own experience and knowledge gained 
from growers iii all parts of the coun­ 
try, I am convinced that apple trees 
set on rolling or nearly level land will 
Come into bearing two or three years 
earlier if given annual cultivation. 
It makes very little difference wheth­ 
er the land be intercropped or not, 
provided sufficient fertilizing material 
is added to grow the extra plants. The 
stirring of the soil seems to help in 
conserving the moisture and gives the | 
young trees a longer period of growth „ 
each year than they have under sod 
methods. It is well to remember that 
a cover crop should be put in late in 
the summer to afford the roots some 
protection from the winter cold. 
When crops are grown between the 
trees, something should be raised 
that can be taken olY early enough to 
allow for this. 
Iii the northern sec-: 
tionp, rye or winter vetch is perhaps 
hpst. 
I think it a good plan to alter­ 
nate these for cover in the growing 
orchard. Farther south there is noth­ 
ing that can compare with crimson 
clover for this purpose. 
An orchard 
handled 
after this 
method 
makes 
rapid growth up to the bearing age. 
I 
have continued it after bearing, with 
the result that some of the trees have 
formed the habit of annual bearing. I 
To my mind this is most important. 
With the older orchards, sod meth­ 
ods with the grass mulch and annual 
top dressing of manure produce excel­ 
lent results. This means considerably 
less work. 
My experience indicates 
that cultivation is of value where it 
can be practiced with convenience. 
Where the trees are left in sod, the 
grass should be mowed and left under 
the trees to hold the moisture. 
One 
cannot successfully take a crop of hay 
and a crop of apples from the same 
land, unless heavy fertilization is prac­ 
ticed.
